James McDonald, A Stranger, Loses 


Both Legs Under Car Wheels— - 


Dies At Hospital 


At a little after cne o'clock last 


Saturday morning1, a stranger wliose 
name was later learned as Jas. Mc- 
Donald of Cadillac, Mich., lost both 
feet under the wheels of a freight 
train near the ware houses, in the 
XorthwesterrTyards.- The injury re- 
sulted in the man's; death at St. 
Mary's hospital early Sunday morn? 
ing. 


Just how the accident occu/red will 


never he known as the man could not 
be Induced to talk regarding himself 
or his misfortune. Many people are 
of the opinion that he wandered Into 
the railroad yards for the purpose of 
catching a train out of the city and 
while waiting fell asleep with his feet 
across the rails. Others believe that 
he was attempting to jump on the 
train as it passed.him and fell be- 
neath the trucks. 


Members of the freight crew heard 


the man yell as the wheels passed 
over him and they Immediately stop- 
ped the train to rus-li to his rescue. 
The unfortunate fellow was crying 
tike "a child and begged plteousiy for 
a gun with which to end his life. 
The wheels had taken his feet entire- 
ly off at a point about six Inches be- 
low the knees. 


Althnugh the sufferer refused to 


give hi* name or address he w-as Iden- 
tified by Frank Yenore and others as 
Jas. McDonald, an ex-pugilist who at 
one time lived at Cadillac, Mich. He 
had no money snd all day Friday 
had spent his time about the saloons 
of Rhinelander. He evidently suc- 
ceeded Inreceivlng several freedrlnks 
for at the time of the accident he was 
under the Influence of liquor. 


At the hospital, McDonald's In- 


juries were bandaged by Dr. Welch 
and Saturday forenoon he was oper- 
ated on by Dr. Stone, the county phy- 
sician. Several times McDonald ex- 
pressed the wish that he would not 
live- Late Saturday night he began 
to grow weaker and sank Into uncon- 
sciousness In which state' he remain- 
ed until deith. 


McDonald was about thirty-five 


years of age and of a powerful phy- 
sique. He weighed about two hun- 
dred pounds and was six feet In 
leight. Those who knew the man In

'FIFTY HOBOES VISIT CITY 


Well -Known Farmer Run Over By 


Horses and Reaper Receiving In- 


juries'which Result Fatally 


One of the saddest and most shock- 


Ing accidents ever recorded In the "his- 
tory cf the county occurred last Sat- 
urday afternoon when Hans Hanson, 
a prominent and honored farmer re- 
siding about two miles west of the 
city, was run over by a team of horses 
and a reaper. Mr. Hanson was fatal- 
ly Injured, his death occuring late 
Sunday night at St. Mary's hospital. 


• The details of the accident as near 
as can be ascertained are as follows: 


Mr. Hanson In company with one 


of his sons was reaping grain en the 
Weideman farm. They were work- 
Ing close to the Soo railway track. 
Telling the boy to care for the horses, 
the father left the reaper to cradle 
some grain growing close to a stump. 
It' was while he was thus engaged 
that the animals became frightened 
at a passing freight train and started 
to run away. Mr. Hanson rushed to 
grab the team and as he did so was

horses' feet. The team and reaper 
passed completely ovef his prostrate 
form. The son Immediately secc 
assistance and the unfortunate man 
was removed to his home where Dr. 
Welch was summoned. A hasty ex- 
amination of Mr. Hanson's Injuries 
was made and It was found that he 
had received several serious wounds! 
and bruises. The worst of these w-as 
a deep gash In his right side extend- 
ing to the liver.

be given free reign. 


The rumblings of the conflict which 


broke put at the Irrigation Congress 
during* the past week havebeen heard 


It is declared that Pinchot, who 


knows the west as * man knows the 
streets of his own town, has positive 
evidence to show that the Intereit of 
the pi: Ulc was sacriticed, and that it 
was apparently done for the .purpose 
of benefiting the water power trust. 
Kalllnger declares everything he has 
done has been legal. 


Kven taVtns his view of It, that 


President Roosevelt had no right to 
withdraw all the territory containing 
water power sites, certainly no harm 
could happen to the public -or to any 
one by continuing the Itoosevelt order 
and permitting some one else to go 
Into court and Question its validity.

The first official act of Ballinger, 


when he became Secretary of the In- 
terior, was to remove from the pro- 
tective shelter of the government 
1,000,000 acres of land which had been 
withdrawn from entry by President 


to prevent the-water power 


companies, now becoming known as, 
the water-power trust, from grabbing" 
valuable water power In half a dozen 
western states. 


Ballinger' declared tliat the with- 


drawal of tliis property was Illegal. 
So he cast It loose, as It were to be 
seized by the waiting cormorants of 
the water-power trust; and after the 
trust had thus had an opportunity to 
grab evervthing of value. Halllnger 
proceeded to withdraw the property 
from entry once more, eicept' such 
portions of It as had been taken up 
during the Interval between his first 
action and the withdrawal. 


Ballinger prides himself upon being 


an astute lawyer, and he has lortified 
himself with opinions from the at- 
torney general. But the public will 
have difficulty in understanding why 
a withdrawal which would save power 
rights to the public made by Roose- 
velt could be Illegal, and withdrawals 
by Ballinger could be legal, after the 


is trying to break down. He has ham 
pered the forestry service In every 
manner possible, and Is to curtail the 
operations of the reclamation service 
so that no new enterprise which may 
be undertaken by the government 
shall interfere in any .way with the 
opportunities of irrigating corpora- 
tions.

power companies had obtained what 
they wanted. 


The truth is tliat Mr. Ballinger 


availed himself of technicalities to 
destroy what Iloosevelt liad 
done, 


because the manner in which It was 
done had not been In accordance with 
precedent and technical procedure as 
understood by the Department of the 
Interior. It was exactly what had 
been described as construing the laws 
against the public interest Instead of 
in favor-of the public. 


In his speech at Spokane, Secretary 


Hallinger declared tliat he is Inform- 
ed not a single entry upon any of the 
land affected by his several orders Is 
shown upon the records in Washing- 
ton. But it lias been published every- 
where that between the tim,e here- 
leased the land In Montana and the 
time he again withdrew It all Impor- 
tant power In that state which had 
not already been grabbed was taken 
up by agents of the water power trust 
and Is now held by the trust. 
• The agents of the trusts tiled upon 
the property they wanted on June 11, 
and such property as they left was 
withdrawn by Ballinger June it. It 
was declared tliat, with respect to 
thes-e partiiular instances of surren- 
dering to the corporations exactly 
what they wanted, Forester Pincliot 
had told President Taft that the wa- 
ter power sites In Montana would be 
grabbed up, and the President had 
warned Ballinger to be on his guard. 


Ballinger exercised the discretion- 


ary authority claimed by him under 
the law to withdraw land in Montana 
ten days or two weeks after the pow- 
er companies liad selected what they 
wanted. 


It will probably require a congress- 


sional Investigation to ascertain how 
much more was grabbed off by the 
power companies in other states.

The rumblings of the conflict which 


broke out at the Irrigation Congress 
during* the past week have been heard 
here for some time and the open 
break between the Forest Service and 
the Secretary of the Interior would 
Iiave come long ago but for the fact 
that public attention was. 'riveted 
upon the tariff. 


One of the last official acts of Presi- 


dent Roosevelt was to withdraw from 
entry and sale large areas of land ad- 
jacent to the water powers In the far 
west. 


The first official act of Ballinger, 


when he became Secretary of the In- 
terior, was to remove from the pro- 
tective shelter of the government 
1,000,000 acres of land which had been 
withdrawn from entry by President 
Roosevelt to prevent the-water power 
companies, now becoming known as 
the water-power trust, from grabbing 
valuable water power In half a dozen 
western states. 


Ballinger* declared that the with- 


drawal of this property was illegal. 
So he cast it loose, as it were to be 
seized by the waiting cormorants of 
the water-power trust; and after the 
trust had thus liad an opportunity to 
grab everything of value. Ballinger 
proceeded to withdraw the property 
from entry once more, eicept" such 
portions of It as had been taken up 
during the Interval between his first 
action and the withdrawal. 


Ballinger prides himself upon being 


an astute lawyer, and he has lortitied 
himself with opinions from the at- 
torney general. But the public will 
have difficulty In understanding why 
a withdrawal which would save power 
rights to the public made by Roose- 
velt could be illegal, and withdrawals 


was apparently done for the.purpose 
of benefiting the water power trust. 
Ballinger declares everything he has 
done has beenv legal.

The truth Is tliat Mr. Ballinger 


availed himself of technicalities to 
destroy wliat Roosevelt had done, 
because the manner in which It was 
done had not been in accordance with 
precedent and technical precedure as 
understood bv the Department of the 
Interior. It was exactly what had 
been described as construing the laws 
against the public Interest instead of 
In favor- of the public. 


In his speech at Spokane, Secretary 


Ilallinser declared tlat he Is Inform- 
ed not a single entry upon any of the 
land affected by Ills several orders is 
shown upon the records in Washing- 
ton. IJut It has been published every- 
where that between the tirade he re- 
leased the land In Montana and the 
time he again withdrew it all impor- 
tant power In that state which had 
not already been grabbed was taken 
up by agents of the water power trust 
and Is now held by the trust. 
- The agents of the trusts tiled upon 
the property they wanted on June 11, 
and such property as they left was 
withdrawn by Hallinger June i». 
It 


was declared tliat, with respect to 
these partiiular Instances of surren- 
dering to the corporations exactly 
what they wanted, Forester 1'inchot 
liad told President Taft that the wa- 
ter power sites In Montana would be 
grabbed up, and the President had 
warned Halllngcr to be on his guard. 


I5a.llinger exercised the discretion- 


ary authority claimed by him under 
the law to withdraw land In Montana 
ten days or tfto weeks after the pow- 
er companies had selected what they 
wanted. 


It will probably require a congress- 


sional Investigation to ascertain how 
much more was grabbed o!T by the 
power coufpanies in other states. 


The Interior Department denies 


tliat there have been any entries 
made, but the Interior Department 
here learns, only after property lias 
been taken up through the local land 
offices in the west, what has actually 
been done. 


So far as the general public U con- 


cerned, It can have no knowledge of 
where these water power sites are lo- 
cated, or what wx* their value when 
Uallinger restored them to general en- 
try. It Is safe to assume, however, 
that the power companies knew ex- 
actly their location and everything 
else, about them, were prepared to 
take them up the minute they were 
made available by Kallinger's first or- 
der. • 


It Is over this disputed question as 


to whether Ballinger did permit the 
water power companies to grab valua- 
ble rights, which they could not pos- 
Kibly have obtained had he permitted 
the Roosevelt order to stand, that the 
fight will range. 


so extensively and successively In 
Europe. 


•Twenty-five years from now prac- 


tically all trains will be pulled by 
these motors. 
The electric plants 


will be run by "natural water power. 
The railroad companies realize the 
value of the swift streams, and by ac- 
quiring the land taking In the hanks 
of the rivers they are 'sewingup' the 
water power which could have been 
utilized years ago.

the people appreciate the future mean- 
ing of this action on the part of the 
railroatls and corporations there is in- 
tense feeling."

terior Department, and GiHord Fin- 
chot, chief forester, will be the strug- 
gle In the interests of pure food wair- 
ed by Government oilicials.

Tliis chemical preserva- 
tive was originally condemned by the 
l!oar<l of Food and Drug Inspection, 
and Its use was prohibited following 
extensive experiments by Dr. Harvey

parment of Agriculture. The food 
manufacturers using benzoate of soda 
took an appeal and the matter was 
referred to the Ilemsen board, which 
reported after a brief Investigation 
tliat healthy persons could eat with- 
out Injury, food containing small a- 
mocnts of benzoate. 


On the strength of this report the 


National Food Commission composed 
of Secretaries Wilson, Strauss, and 
Oortelyou ruled that manufacturers 
could use limited quantities of benzo- 
ate of soda provided they stated on 
their labels the percentage csed. 


This deci-Ion aro\i?ed the antagon- 


ism of the heads of food and health 
departments of the various states, 
many'of which Irave laws prohibiting 
tlie use of benzoate a* a preservative, 
and a committee of eleven members 
of the assoclat Ion has been making 
an Investigation and preparing a re- 
port to be submitted to the Denver 
convention.

tain the contentions of Dr. Wiley 
ind oppose the findings of the Rem- 
scn beard.
